In response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 6, 2004, Applicants elect 
Group I, claims 1-14, and 54, without traverse. Applicants are also required to make a 
species election. Applicants hereby provisionally elect (1) the mitochondrial uncoupling 
agent 2,4 dinitrophenol as their first species and (2) the second therapeutic agent glucagon as 
their second species.
